it E x p la in s H o w Cyclo nes Drive Straw s 
T h r o u g h T re e T ru n k s . 
lf a needle is shoved into a cork un­ 
til just the tip end shows on the oppo­ 
site side and the needle is then broken 
off so that the upper end is Hush with 
or hidden under the top surface on the 
cork 
an 
interesting 
thing 
may 
be 
shown, known as the increase of pres­ 
sures. 
lf this cork be now placed 
needle point down on a copper cent or 
other small coin a light blow ou top of 
the cork with a hammer will drive the 
needle through tile copper. The expla­ 
nation is as follows: 
Everything bas its limits of resist­ 
ance, and we may define this in terms 
to tile square Inch that will overcome 
it. Take a ten pound weight and place 
it on a surface of two square inches; 
the pressure is evidently five pounds 
to the square inch. 
Now take away 
one of the square inches, and there is 
just as evidently a pressure of ten 
pounds to the square inch. 
Decrease 
this surface to the dimensions of a 
needle point and put a five pound 
blow on the needle head. The pres­ 
sure to the square inch at the point is 
tremendous. So, of course, it can be 
forced through almost anything, pro­ 
vided the needle is kept from break­ 
ing. For this purpose the cork is sup­ 
plied. which keeps the needle from 
starting to bend, having for this pur­ 
pose what might he called an infinite­ 
ly inclined plane or straight line. 
This phenomenon explains several 
things of frequent occurrence. 
Cy­ 
clones sometimes drive straws through 
trees three and four feet thick. The 
compressed air round the straw keeps 
it from bending, and the enormous 
force driving it forces it through. 
Of course in the case of the needle 
and, in fact, any pointed instrument 
gradually getting larger from the point 
the advantage of the inclined plane s 
made use of iii continuing the motion. 
As it takes much less force to roll a 
barrel up an inclined plank into a door 
than to lift it directly from tile ground 
to the door, so we can separate two 
things or two parts of the same thing;

All anim als have the power to re­ 
cover from injury occasioned by shock 
—from being stunned. Insects are in 
no sense an exception to this, and 
most of them possess what has been 
called tenacity of life to a remarkable 
degree. A butterfly will sail away with 
a pin through its body, an ant will go 
floundering around after being cut 
•) 
two, and all insects will quickly re 
cover from a blow, eveu if such may 
dent or break their external coverings. 
In such cases the inside parts are 
mostly out of use for a short time, 
somewhat similar to the case of your 
arm when you have struck the “funny 
bone” or to your foot 
when it Is 
“asleep.” 
But after a few moments' 
rest the wasp can again resume its 
actions. 
A wrasp is well armored. Its exterior 
covering is hibrd and almost unyield­ 
ing. When it is struck a severe blow 
the soft, delicate inner parts yield to 
the impact; the nerves and muscular 
tissues cannot operate in unison, and 
the insect may be said to have been 
rendered unconscious as well as inca­ 
pable, for the “mind” actions depend 
upon its entire nervous system . 
But there is no such thing as an ani­ 
mal’s having more than one life. When 
crushed, 
dismembered, 
poisoned 
or 
smothered beyond recovery, when its 
vital orgaus are injured so that they 
cannot 
again 
resume 
their 
regular 
uses, an insect will die—not in appear­ 
ance, but really so. And this may re­ 
sult from the wearing out of its active 
vital organism, which may be called 
old age, after sometimes only a few 
days or weeks of life. Its one life has 
then 
been 
terminated 
beyond 
any 
doubt.—S t Nicholas.

The Seeker After Cut Glass Is Safe In 
Purchasing “Closed In” Articles, as 
They Cannot Be Duplicated In P ress­ 
ed Glass—Art of the Cutter. 


Buyers for large houses are some­ 
times deceived when buying cut glass 
and find they have bought what is 
commercially known as pressed glass 
instead of the genuine article. 
Yet there are a few simple rules 
that will safeguard the ordinary buyer 
at retail 
The chief one is to pick out 
only 
what .the 
manufacturer 
calls 
closed in articles. 
By this he means 
vases, jugs, pitchers, bottles and the 
like. 
These cannot be duplicated in press­ 
ed glassware, which is first molded in 
patterns aud the edges ground. 
I his 
process gives it so close a resemblance 
to real cut glass that even experts 
may be deceived. 
But in the “closed in” articles some 
way is yet to be devised by which the 
pressed lines can be followed through 
the opposite side when put on the 
wheel to be cut. as the pressed part 
interferes with the workman seeing 
through the glass, which he has to do 
Id order to follow the lines of the de­ 
sign on the cutter. 
The kind of cut glass that is coun­ 
terfeited is called open work, such as 
plates, nappies or 
any 
fiat article 
through which the workman can read 
ily see when finishing it. 
Another help in selecting cut glass 
is its weight. 
The genuine is made 
from pure lead glass, made chiefly in 
America, especially for cutting. This 
lead glass is very heavy. 
The first step toward cutting is to 
mark on the “blank”—that is, the dish 
iii the clear glass—in red or other paint 
the design that has been selected for 
it. 
The most common designs are dia­ 
mond shapes, stars of various points, 
crosses and squares and other geomet­ 
rical patterns. 
The desigu must be marked on the 
glass exactly to stand the test of com­ 
pass and rule. When all lines are in 
perfect accordance with the pattern 
and also tit the blank the "roughing” 
begins. This is cutting the heavy work, 
such as the necks of vases and bottles 
and the heavy lines on the stars. 
This is done on a machine called the 
“mill,” a big wooden framed affair, on 
top of which is a hopper holding about 
half a ton of Berkshire hills sand 
This sand is the only kind in this 
country that has proved satisfactory 
for this work. 
The sand runs down through the 
hopper, is moistened with water and 
comes out of a large steel disk, the 
edge of which is sharp. This disk is 
turned by power at a very high speed. 
The wet sand of the disk gives it a 
“tooth,” which when the glass is held 
against the edge of the disk cuts very 
rapidly. 
All the coarse and heavy cutting Is 
done on this “mil!.” 
The cutting in of the finer work be­ 
gins on a mill with a stone disk re 
sembling an old fashioned grindstone, 
but much narrower and with a beveled 
edge. These stones come chiefly from 
Italy or Scotland. They are very hard 
and carry a keen edge a long time. 
They are used for the fine cutting a1 
together. 
There is a stone found in Nova Sco 
tia much softer that cuts quicker and 
is used for fluting on water bottles 
and compotes where heavy cuts are 
desired. Very often as many as fifteen 
or twenty different stones of varying 
degrees of hardness are used for the 
cutting of one article. 
After the design has been all cut 
comes one of the most difficult parts

The hand of the gla^ss cutting expert 
must be steady, strong and accurate, 
for tile least mistake spoils a whole 
pattern. 
In the case of a fourteen 
inch punch bow! this means the loss ot 
$50. 
Another kind of glass cutting is 
known as stone engraving. It Is done 
with little stone wheels and copper 
tools entirely by hand. 
The designs 
are chiefly vines and flowers. They 
are not cut deep and are often mis­ 
taken for pressed glass. 
In reality 
they are the most expensive kind of 
cut glass, the price for a single piece 
of large size and ornate decoration 
reaching four figures. 
Glass cutting is not only a trade, but 
an art, and any one after seeing the 
method employed will readily under­ 
stand why genuine cut glass com­ 
mands high prices.—Boston Globe.

I he feeding of dusty and musty hay 
and grain, coupled with irregular feed­ 
ing,

Leaky barn and shed roofs 
that perm it tile feedstuffs to become 
dam aged by tile w ater are Indirectly 
responsible for many cases of heaves. 
In mild cases the heaves may often 
be cured entirely by turning the horse 
out to pasture for a few months. 
Iu 
fact, when a horse lirst shows signs of 
them lie should be taken off dry feed 
altogether, if possible, and turned to 
grass with tile hope of effecting an 
immediate cure and before tile disease 
has reached a stage where it becomes 
incurable. 
If a lif vy horse cannot be put on 
pasture, However, lie can be greatly 
reliever by feeding no hay except at 
night and then only a small amount. 
Give only clean, bright hay entirely 
tree from dust, and it will do 110 harm 
to dampen it. 
His corn and oats 
Should be soaked. 
It is well to limit 
the am ount of w ater as much as pos­ 
sible, and when necessary to work the 
horse he should lie given no w ater for 
at least an hour previous to going to 
work.

Alfalfa Seeding Test. 
In a seeding test of alfalfa at the 
Ohio experiment station a crop sown 
at the rate of fifteen pounds per acre 
produced 8,678 pounds of hay per acre 
in three cuttings, but this was only 
thirty pounds more than was produced 
by a crop sown at the rate of ten 
pounds of seed per acre. The yield of 
hay from tw enty pounds of seed per 
acre was 8,557 pounds, from twenty- 
five pounds of seed 7,876 pounds and 
from five pounds of seed 7,862 pounds 
of hay. These plats were seeded Ju n e 
27, 1907, and a comparison of the 
stand July 31, 1907, and May 2, 1908, 
showed a shrinkage of 15.3 per cent 
where five pounds of seed were used 
and of 30 per cent w here twenty-five 
pounds were used.—American Agricul­ 
turist.
